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REMARKS 

The Amendment is response to the Office Action mailed 
January 7, 2004. Claims 1-33 are pending in the application. 
Withdrawn claims 18, 22, 28-33 are cancelled in this Amendment. 
Claims 16, 17 and 19-21 are allowed and claims 5-11 and 14 are 
objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim. Claims 
1-4, 12, 13, 15 and 23-27 are rejected. Applicants respond to the 
Office Action as follows. 

Response to Claim Objections 

Claim 1, line 8 was objected to on the basis that rotatably 
should be rotatable . Claim 1 has been amended to recite rotatable 
and withdrawal of the objection is respectfully requested. 

Response to Claim Rejections - 35 U.S.C. § 102(b) 

Claims 1-4, 12-13 and 15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 
102(b) as being anticipated by Koenenman et al . Claims 1-4, 12-13 
and 15 as amended recite inter alia a dispenser including a 
dispenser carousel including a cone shaped portion and a flange 
portion and including a blade proximate to and spaced from the 
flange portion which is not taught nor suggested by Koenenman et 
al. Reconsideration and allowance of amended claims 1-4, 12-13 
and 15 are respectfully requested. 

Claims 23-27 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Goudy et al. Claims 23-25 as amended recite inter 
alia the steps of rotating a dispenser carousel in a first 
direction in response to a first dispensing command and rotating 
the dispenser carousel in a second direction in response to a 
second dispensing command to dispense material which is not 
taught nor suggested by the system of Goudy as set forth in the 
Office Action. Claims 26-27 as amended recite inter alia 
slideably removing a cover of a container so that a content of 
the container is opened to an inlet to a dispenser apparatus 
which as amended is not taught nor suggested by Goudy. Based upon 
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the foregoing reconsideration and allowance of claims 26-27 are 
respectfully requested.
